Plans 
should be worked out either for direct payments by 
Russia in this country or for giving credit there in 
accordance with need and custom, or else for keeping 
the proceeds in Russian banks and loaning them to 
responsible interests that might wish to borrow from 
us in addition to purchasing our commodities on 

The Russian minister of finance bas exptained 
reassuringly that the increase in the maximum duties 
is a tempprary or emergency measure, But the other 
difficulties—and among them the repeal of the mini- 
mum tariff—are not to be thus dismissed. We need 
a commercial treaty with Russia, a settlement of the 
passport question, a credit system for the period of 
the war and even “for keeps,” and a systematic 
organization for the study and cultivation of Russian 
markets and Russian ways and methods of doing 
business. Individuals of enterprise and initiative 
can reap profit by acting promptly on thelr own ac 
count, and their example and experience would be 
stimulating and valuable, no doubt. But so new and 
great a problem as American-Russian trade demands 
for its solution the codperation of the government, 
the bankers, the chambers of commerce, and the ship- 
ping interests. The call and the challenge have been 
sounded; how abont the response of our men of 
affairs and our national administration?

Mr. Aldrich was always ready to seize 
upon any trend of public business to ad- 
vance legislative causes in which he was 
interested. The “ bankers’ panic” of 
1907 enabled him to give impetus to his 
plan to bring about monetary reforms. 
The first fruit of his labors in thie direc- 
tion was the Vreeland-Aldrich emergency 
currency law in 1908, put through the 
senate by Aldrich after an historic fili- 
buster. 

The emergency currency law was re- 
garded by Mr. Aldrich as the best remedy 
possible of speedy enactment, but he did 
not stop there. He began work immedi- 
ately. upon a more permanent plan of 
currency reform, giving most of his time 
to the work of the national monetary 
commission. He was able to devote his 
time unreservedly to his work, because 
in 1011 he declined to be a candidate for 
| reélection, giving ill health as a reason.

Here are two books by young Americans 
which it ie imperative that every one 
seriously interested in the theater should 
read. Moderwell's book. is an authorite- 
tive record, while Cheyney’s is primarily 
an ¢XPlanation and interpretation of the 
new. theater. Moderwell bows before the 
German achievement, which perhape he 
knows better than his rivel; Cheyney 
recognizes Germany, but devotes a large 
part of his volume to thoughtful con- 
sideration of the American theater, which 
Moderwell slights. In the two book there 
ls one noticeable trait; Gordon Craig is 
coming into his own, after the ten years 
following publication of his book on the 
art of the theater. Indeed, Cheyney 
chants the praises of Craig from begin- 

ning to end of his work, s ng, of 
Craig and Ibsen as the two great revolu- 
tionary figures in the history of mer mod - 

orn — :

remarkable impartiality, as, for instance, 
in his arguments for and against outdoor 
theaters. He is fair, but he is enthust- 
astic for one side, the side of the truly 
beautiful; and he can be enthusiastic 
without stammering, ecstatic but clear. 
“The New Movement in the Theater 
for the first time logically proves the case 
for the stage craftsman, for the artist in 
the theater; Cheney despises Belasco nat- 
uralism (which is not realism), and he 
can tell why he despises such work, the 
realization of a false ideal. * 

Mr. Cheyney talks about the new form 
of purely sensuous entertainment, the 
esthetic drama; which includes the re- 
created pageant, and the dance drama, 
along With the Craig mafionette play and 


refers interestingly to such famillar 
amusements as Sumurun and the 
Russian ballet. He treats the intensive 
drama: of emotion and of thought. He 
explains the modern attempt to rethea- 
teralize the drama, in other words to bring 
all the arts of the theater into more per- 
fect relation with the limitations of the 
playhouse, and to invent a stage craft 
that will mount beautifully plays of the 
esthetic or of the psychologic type.

‘This force includes Chémist 
William D. McNally. and two aseistants, 
Statistician Parker H. Sercombe, and In- 
vestigators George W. Clark and W. C. 
Hedrick. ‘ . 

Coroner Cites the ‘Facts. ee 

The ccroner yesterday gave out figures 
showing that at least eleven deathe dur- 
ing March—the first month that the Har- 
rison drug act has been operative—are 
traceab’e directly to the use of drugs, 
but this list is by no means complete, as 
Chemist McNally has a number of cases 
still under test. One of the eleven was a 
suicide because the victim could no 
longer frocure morphine, and one died 


Seven deaths were due to shutting off 
the supply. 

Of ihe eleven established drug cases 
only six have been placed in the coronial 


‘| records. The other five have been proven 


in pending cases through the chemical 
test and will go in the record when the 
inquests are concluded. 


These Case on Record. 
The six recorded cases are: 
Mary 8. Duffie, 1.16 West Adams 
street, suicide by "asphyxiation because 
she couldn't procure her customary al- 
lowance of morphine. 
Joseph Winderski died at the coun- 
ty hospital from morphine poisoning. 
Fred A. Herrick died at the county 
hospital from a physical condition de- 


pleted through the sudden cessation of 


the use of narcotics, which he used con- 
tinually until the Harrison act went into 
effect. 

James D. Burton died at the county 
hospital from the abrupt cessation of 
morphine. 

Minnie Memeyer died at the county 
hospital | from the habitual use of mor- 
phine: 

Mary A. Willis died from the effects 
of Dr. Weatherby’s Remedy, which she 
took to cure herself of the drug habit.

Not all the Chicago pacifists disagree 

with Col. Roosevelt in regard to his views 
on the peace question. But the majority 
of them were ae enraged ae a pacifist can 
be when they learned yesterday that Col. 
Roosevelt had called their movement 
Silly, base, futile, foolish, and noxlous in 
his letter to Mrs. George Rublee of Wasch- 
ington. 
“I think it Was a sane, * presenta - 
tion of the question,” eaid Miss Margaret 
Dobyne. in talking about the letter. Miss 
Dobyne is a member of the peace commit- 
tee of the Ohicago Political. Equality 
beague. “ Hie comparison of the civil war 
situdtion with the present was extremely 
apropos. I agree that there are times 
when war is more honorable than peace 
“I am a strong peace advocate, but 1 
believe in a sane peace policy. I believe 
im sufficient preparafion to guard our 
country’s intereste, although I would be 
most happy to gee international disarma- 
ment.” 


What Roosevelt Said. 

Part of what Col. Roosevelt said con- 
cerning the civil war follows: 

“Fifty yeate ago the copperheads of 
the north held exactly the views upon 
peace which are set forth in the platform 
you inclosed, and to a man they voted 
against Abraham Lincoln. They did all 
they could to break up the union and to 
insure the triumph of slavery, because 
they put peace as the highest of all good, 
just exactly as it is put by the people 
who constructed that paper you sent me.” 


Advice from the Colonel. 
Further Col. Roosevelt said, in part: 
“I emphaticelly advise ycu not to join | 
such an organization. The platform of 
principles inclosed in y 4 
to me both silly and base. hilly be} 
cause it lo absolutely futile. It is base as 
well as futile. There ie nothing mere 
repulsive than to see people agitating for 
general righteousness in the abstract 
when they dare not stand up against 
wickedness in the concrete. 

“I assume, of course, that you are for 
peace based on justice and right and not 
for peace that consecrates successful 
wrong; for peace that consecrates wrong 
may be actually worse than war. Let 
them do something thet shows they mean 
what they say and that they are really 
striving for righteousness. Until they do 
this let every upright man and woman 
refuse to have anything more to do with 
a movement which is booth foolish and 
noxious, which is accompanied by pe- 
culiarly ignoble abandonment of national

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IMMUNITY BATH 
MADE DIFFICULT 
Attorney General to Stop 


Giving of Practical Free- 
dom to Convicts. 


Attorney General R J. Lucey has 
launched a campaign for tightening the 
administration of criminal law in Chi- 
cago which lawyers believe will render 
it more difficult for the state's attorney 
to obtain confessions or vahuabie testi- 
mony from convicts. 

Following his action in requiring Judge 
Walker to vacate an order which would 
have terminated the prison sentence of 
Frank Kruska at the end of one year, the 
attorney general plans to file in the Su- 
preme court today a proceeding designed 
to prevent unwarranted release of prison- 
ers from Joliet under writs of habeas 
corpus. 

Witness Must Return. 

This proceeding will be against Judge 
Kersten, under Whose order a convict 
named Steinberg has been enjoying prac- 
tical freedom in Chicago. Steinberg was 


brought to Chicago to testify in a criminal 


case and has since been practically at 
liberty on the representation that the 
state’s attorney requires his presence in 
the preparation of the case. The Supreme 
court will be asked to mandamus Judge 
Kersten to recommit the prisoner. 

It is not the purpose to prevent state's 
attorneys from granting tmmunity to 
prisoners, when in their judgement im- 
munity is warranted, the attorney gen- 
eral said. 

“ State's attorneys can continue to give 
immunity by failing to present cases to 
grand juries and by dismissing cases after 
indictments are found. The purpose isto 
prevent courts from undertaking to exer- 
cise control over prisoners after they 
have passed beyond their jurisdiction.

MAKES AN APPEAL TO CHICAGO 


(Wife of the Servian Permanent Under Seore- 
tary for Foreign Affairs. She arrived in Ohi- 
cago yesterday.) 

To the Women of Chicago: This is the 
second time I have come into your midst 
asking for aid for the people of my 
adopted country. 
ond time for the reason that Serbia has 
successfully fulfilled the promises of suc- 
cess and recognition among her allies 
which I made for her at the time of the 
Turkish war. 

It was a great pleasure to find that the 
Chicago women had followed the struggle 
against Turkey more closely than the 
women of some of the casters commnuni- 
ties. 

No Peasant Bank 8 

The peasant of Serbia with sufficient 
for his own needs and something tospare 
for the needs of the state has no bank. 
account, save for a few ducates hidden 


away somewhere in his wardrobe, and of

He left behind a wife and children capa- 
bie of carrying on the work of the farm 
even to the extent of the hardest manual 
labor.

Great was the 
horror of the Serblans when they wit~- 
nessed the most wholesale destruction of 


any country since the middle ages. 
Helpless People Tortured. 


Old men, women, and children were tor- 
tured before being shut.up in buildings 


and burned alive, or, in other cases, tied 
together in groups by iron wires, fired 
upon by drunken Austrian soldiery, and 
then thrown. into trenches and buried 
while many of them were still alive. 

Priests and schoolmasters were tor- 
tured to make them say they had some 
part in a plot to kill thearchduke. Others 
were flayed bit by bit to make them tell 
where their money was hoarded. 

Then, after the terrible battle in which 
the Austrian rout was one of the most 
complete ever seen in history, some 60,008 
Austrian prisoners were sent into the 
same crowded district. Some 34,000 oF 


Austrian doctors were utilized to care: 
for the wounded. Unfortunately the 
Serbians lacked hospital facilities for such 


| their n wounded, totaled 60,000. 


The Outbreaks of Typhus. 

By force of necessity men were left in 
the same uniforms in which they had been 
living, sleeping, and fighting in the war. 

For this reason typhus, which had been 
prevalent among the Austrians, broke 
out and doubtless was carried by doctors 
and nurses to the civilian population. 
The disease spread so rapidly that the 
most serious measures had to be taken> 
Very little could be done for the people 
who were already Ill, but the most stren- 
uous measures were taken to separate 
the women and children from the dis- 
eased area. In the smal) farms and - 
lages remote from ready means of com- 
munication many women and children 
died of slow starvation. 

When spridg came these people had no 
means of cultivating their land: Their 
implements had been destroyed or taken 
by the Austrians or had been taken by 
the Serbian army to build roads and 
trenches. 

An Appeal to Chicago. 

I venture to believe that wher the noble 
thearted, generous women of Chicago 
‘know of the plight of these piteous beings 
that their hearts and their purses will 
be opened as generously as they were 
for the care of the wounded soldiers dur- 
ing all three Balkan wars, as weil as 
for the terrible distress in Belgium and 
other parts of the war area.
